Promising student drowned in underwater tunnel 


A talented Cambridge University 
student drowned after becoming 
trapped while swimming through 
an underwater tunnel between 
caves in Malta. 

Marcus Hughes-Hallett, 20, of 
Leatherhead, was swimming in the 
Santa Marija Bay, off the Maltese 
island of Comino, on a family 
holiday last August, when he 
disappeared underwater. 

The tragedy happened as the 
Hughes-Hallett family and another 
were taken around the bay in a 
boat, the Heylampuki, captained by 
Sebastian Custance. 

The families crossed a rocky 
headland to reach the caves. They 
were to swim in a lighter cave con¬ 
taining a shallower pool of water 
and a darker, deeper cave, connect¬ 
ed by an underwater tunnel. 

Woking Coroner’s Court, heard 
on Tuesday despite being warned 
by Mr Custance not to take the un¬ 
derground route, Mr Hughes-Hal¬ 
lett did so twice - and on the second 
occasion ran into difficulty. 

He was found drowned in the pas¬ 
sage after the families, who had 
made their way to leave the caves 
across the rocks overhead, raised 
concerns about his whereabouts. 

The court heard Mr Hughes- 
Hallett had probably been

underwater for 15 to 20 minutes 
when he was lifted from the cave by 
a passerby. 

Although CPR was attempted, he 
was pronounced dead after being 
flown to hospital in a Maltese army 
helicopter. 

Mr Hughes-Hallett’s mother, 
Kirsten, said her son, who was 
studying mathematics at Queen’s 
College, Cambridge, was a 
confident swimmer. 

She said: “He thought he was just 
going to swim out. It was something 
he was very confident and capable 
of doing.” 

Simon Elliman, who had been on 
the boat with the Hughes-Halletts 
and swam with them in the caves, 
said Mr Custance warned them 
against diving in the underground 
tunnel, saying even he, an excep¬ 
tional free-diver, had a “scare” 
when he had attempted it. 

Mr Elliman said: “Sebastian Cus¬ 
tance must have known for a fact 
you couldn’t swim through the tun¬ 
nel without fins. He must have 
known it was likely to end in 
tragedy.” 

Barry Nolan, founder of Activity 
Travel, with whom the

Hughes-Halletts booked their holi¬ 
day, said the head of Malta’s 
tourism is “absolutely aware of the 
concerns you have raised” around 
instructions given to tourists about 
swimming through tunnels in the 
caves. 

Coroner Michael Burgess con¬ 
cluded: “It’s quite possible despite 


the warning given in Mr Custance’s 
briefing that Marcus took this to be 
a challenge rather than a serious 
caution against taking that route 
through. 

“I am satisfied that I can reach a 
conclusion that this was due to an 
accident.” 

In 2010, Mr Hughes-Hallett 
achieved four A*s and a distinction 
in the advanced extension award 
for mathematics for his A-levels at 
Howard of Effingham School, in 
Leatherhead. 

Following the inquest, the Hugh¬ 
es-Hallett family said: “Marcus was 
living a life of adventure both at 
university and in his travels and 
had plans for many more adven¬ 
tures. A decision to swim back 
through the caves has led him on a 
different path. 

“Marcus was much-loved and is 
much missed by his family and 
friends. We are very grateful to 
Marcus’ friends who have been so 
generous in sharing their memo¬ 
ries of Marcus and for continuing 
to say his name.” 

They said they hoped their son’s 
inquest would help raise awareness 
of drowning as a major cause of 
accidental death and how this 
should be considered when 
organising holiday activities.

Rolls of honour calls get louder 


A church is under mounting 
pressure to restore military 
rolls of honour. 

Relatives and congregation 
members and the local MP 
have called on St Barnabas, in 
Temple Road, Epsom, to bring 
back two scrolls deposited at 
Surrey History Centre almost 
20 years ago. 

Michael Rogerson, from 
Headley Grove, Tadworth, 
started worshipping at the 
church in 1959, was an active 
member until six years ago 
and remains “on the fringe” 
now. 

Mr Rogerson said: “Like 
many other church members 
there, I have no recollection of

these memorial scrolls what¬ 
soever.

Epsom MP Chris Grayling 
said if there are rolls of hon¬ 
our gathering dust in an 
archive then a way should be 
found to put them on display. 

Mr Grayling said: “lam very 
keen we do everything we can 
locally to mark the centenary 
of the outbreak of the First 
World War and to make sure 
all the memorials in the area 
are in good condition. 

“I’m keen to hear of any that 
need renovation.” 

St Barnabas vicar the Rev 


Michael Preston last week 
said he did not believe the A3 
sized documents had ever 
been on display and the 
names were on the town 
memorial at Ashley Road. 

Teh Rev Sue Bull, from char¬ 
ity Love Me Love My Mind, 
based at St Barnabas, said the 
issue was discussed during 
the notices period on Sunday 
and the congregation would 
be asked their opinion on the 
matter in the new year. 

She said: “We seek to be 
open and share with each 
other and find the best way 
forward to remember. 

“Each year we remember 
very deeply.” 


Commissioner unveils more highly visible officers 


The police and crime commis¬ 
sioner has said council offi¬ 
cers wearing fluorescent 
jackets and cameras will soon 
join the fight against crime 
and antisocial behaviour. 

Surrey Police and Crime 
Commissioner Kevin Hurley 
said council workers will as¬ 
sist with law enforcement 
on the streets as part of a pilot 
scheme expected to start in 
Reigate and Banstead 



this January. 

Mr Hurley said council offi¬ 
cers will be kitted out in fluo¬ 
rescent jackets and peaked 
caps as well as body-worn 
cameras, which can capture 
antisocial behaviour, provide 
protection and ID offenders. 

He said: “They will have a 
visible uniform. 

“They will deter criminals 
by sheer presence and offer 
reassurance to the public. 

“We are going to use an au¬ 
dacious approach using every 
form of enforcement to go 
after offenders.” 

The plan has been influ¬ 
enced by the example of 
Newham Council which has 
enforcement officers in 
uniform. 

Mr Hurley said it 
easier to close a 
brothel because the 
owner does not 
have planning con¬ 
sent to run a busi¬ 
ness than through a 
police raid to collect 
evidence of con¬ 
doms and catch 
women

He said: “It’s a very expen¬ 
sive policing operation. 

“Then you have to process it 
through the criminal 
courts and a year later 
they are convicted.” 

He referred to notori¬ 
ous gangster A1 
apone, who led a pro¬ 
hibition-era crime 
syndicate in Chicago, 
adding: “They did him 
on tax evasion. 


“You get them on a different 
offence. Decent people do not 
throw litter on the floor. 

“Only bad people do and 
they do other stuff.” 

A Reigate and Banstead 
Council spokeswoman said 
they have community officers 
who have enforcement powers 
for fly-tipping, littering and 
dog fouling. 

In addition, she said the 
council also has powers relat¬ 
ing to noise, environmental 
health, health and safety and 
parking offences. 

She said: “We have been in 
discussions with the police 
and crime commissioner and 
Surrey Police about how we 
can all work together to 
maximise our existing powers 
to tackle antisocial behaviour 
and those issues that 
cause concern for our 
residents. 

“These discussions are still 
at a very early stage, so no de¬ 
cisions have been made yet 
about how the project will 
work in practice.”

Blunt urges local leaders to resign 


Banstead’s MP has called for 
the resignation of local Con¬ 
servative leaders who tried to 
block him from running in the 
next election. 

After winning an over¬ 
whelming endorsement from 
party members across the 
constituency last week, Con¬ 
servative MP Crispin Blunt 
has turned the tables on those 
who did not back his 
reselection. 

In September, Reigate and 
Banstead Conservative Asso¬ 
ciation’s (RBCA) executive 
council did not endorse him 
as parliamentary candidate 
amid claims his coming out as 
gay in 2010 lost him support. 

Mr Blunt said last week’s se¬ 
lection, where 80 per cent of 


Conservative party members 
backed him for 2015, showed 
his detractors, including the 
RBCA chairman, the treasur¬ 
er and the president, were out 
of touch with its members 
and should resign. 

A pair of deputy chairmen 
of the RBCA who supported 
Mr Blunt, have said they will 
stand down as officers if Mr 
Blunt’s demand is met. 

Mr Blunt said: “I would like 
them to step down and enable 
officers to be chosen who are 
more closely aligned with the 
Conservative membership.” 

After a meeting of the exec¬ 
utive council last Thursday, 
Mr Blunt said the mood was 
five leaders, including his 
supporter deputy chairmen, 


Simon Parnall and Julian El- 
lacott, should step down. 

Rita Renton, chairman of 
the RBCA, treasurer Richard 
Coad and presi¬ 
dent John Mill , 
could not be i 
reached to j 
comment.

Community rallies together to

The horrors of Typhoon 
Haiyan have been felt among 
Epsom’s Filipino community. 

Families and schools have 
been collecting money, clothes 
and children’s shoes for the re¬ 
lief effort. 

Johnny Martinez, 45, said 
crying Filipinos had come into 
his store, Mabuhay Sari Sari, 
in Waterloo Road, Epsom, to 
transfer money to relatives 
back home. 

Mr Martinez, who was born 
in the Philippines and lives off 
Sutton High Street, said: “Peo¬ 
ple have come here in tears, 
some saying they have lost 
members of their family.” 



He said he believed there 
were thousands of Filipinos 
living in Epsom, with many 
coming to work at the hospital, 
nursing homes and the former 
mental hospitals. 

Fifteen per cent of students 


at St Joseph’s Roman Catholic 
Church are Filipino and there 
is also a large presence at St 
Joseph’s Catholic Church. 

Maricel Palacpac, who at¬ 
tended the school as a child 
and whose seven-year-old son 


goes there now, said 63 boxes 
were being shipped to Manila 
after being picked up from the 
church on Tuesday. 

Theresa Kenefick, head¬ 
teacher at St Joseph’s, said: 
“Many of our children have 
family members in the Philip¬ 
pines. We have all been deeply 
affected by the tragedy.” 

Blenheim High School has 
also got involved in the relief 
effort after canteen worker 
Ghie Murphy asked for help. 

Mrs Murphy said her friend’s 
Filipino family had been devas¬ 
tated by the typhoon. 

The rotary clubs of Epsom 
and Ewell are helping efforts 
by sending shelter boxes, while 
Banstead Rotary Club will pay 
£1,770 for three shelter boxes.

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'Difficult decision’ to axe 


The man who pulled the plug 
on an award-winning health¬ 
care service has defended 
the “phenomenally difficult” 
decision. 

Miles Freeman, chief officer 
of Surrey Downs clinical com¬ 
missioning group (SDCCG), 
decided not to renew the con¬ 
tract of the Epsom Downs In¬ 
tegrated Care Services (Edics) 
in August. 

Edics provided specialist 
NHS clinics in the community 
and has since gone into ad¬ 
ministration - to the upset 
and anger of thousands of pa¬ 
tients subsequently trans¬ 
ferred to providers such as 
Epsom Hospital. 

Mr Freeman said he 
believed the situation was 
well-handled because both

parties “put patients first”. 

He said: “We were faced 
with a service that was 
demonstrably not providing 
value for money but which 
also a majority of our doctors 
were shareholders in. 

“It was a decision which had 
to be made and we worked 
extremely hard, and Edics 
deserves credit as well, be¬ 
cause despite the issues and 
arguments we were having, 
we managed to continue 
services extremely well for 
patients.” 

Mediation between the 
parties has failed and should 
an adjudication also prove 
unsuccessful the issue is 


likely to go to court. 

At a meeting of its govern¬ 
ing body held at the end of 
September, SDCCG said it 
stands to lose up to £2.5m in 
the dispute. 

A SDCCG spokesman said: 
“The adjudication process is 
being led by an independent 
mediation organisation called 
CEDR. 

“In terms of timescales, we 
don’t know how long the pro¬ 
cess will last and any 
timescales will be set by 
CEDR as they are leading the 
process.” 

The CCG came under fresh 
criticism from Mike Sadler, a 
former non-executive director 
at Epsom and St Helier Hospi¬ 
tal Trust, who called SDCCG 
“criminal cowboys”. 


He said the Edics episode 
demonstrated “NHS bureau¬ 
crats” were still pulling the 
strings. 

Mr Freeman, who has 
worked in NHS commission¬ 
ing for 11 years, said Edics 
was a specific situation where 
he had to take a decision on 
behalf of Surrey Downs’ 
GPs. 

Mr Freeman said: “It’s prob¬ 
ably the only area where I felt 
that I, the managing arm of 
the CCG, needed to make a 
clear decision. 

“The GPs all supported the 
decision. 

“They were very clear they 
did not want to hinder any ac¬ 
tion that could be taken 
around Edics because of their 
own self-interest.”

Family help police by following burglar pair 


A crime-fighting family took on 
two burglars and helped send 
them down for two years. 

Brothers Omar Williams, 35, and 
Michael Craig Shah Williams, 36, 
met their match in the form of 
Claire Dunwell and her sister-in- 
law Kristina Ingram who hunted 
them down with the help of Ms 
Ingram’s sons. 

Ms Dunwell spotted the brothers 
acting suspiciously outside a prop¬ 
erty near her home in Bridgewood 
Road, Worcester Park, on August 
15 at about 1pm, and called 999. 


She teamed up with her sister-in- 
law to follow the pair - even taking 
photographs of them and helping 
to direct police officers to where 
they were last seen. 

When they got home they found 
an address in Bridgewood Road 
had been broken into after its back 
door was smashed. They called the 
police to update them on the sus¬ 
pects’ location and the burglary. 

A police search including a dog 
unit and helicopter was launched 
but it was Ms Ingram’s sons, aged 
12 and 14, who found one of men 


lying in the front garden of a house 
in Bridgewood Road. 

The police dog unit arrested 
Omar Williams in Bridgewood 
Road and a laptop, hard drive, mo¬ 
bile phones, cameras and jewellery 
was found tucked behind a paving 
slab in a garden in the street. 

On November 18, Omar 
Williams, of Trevelyan Road, Toot¬ 
ing, and Michael Craig Shah 
Williams, of Linton Close, 
Mitcham, were sentenced at Croy¬ 
don Crown Court to two years’ jail 
after pleading guilty to burglary.

Now is a good time to think about some 
preparations you can make towards 
protecting your home this winter. 

There are some practical things that you can do to be 
ready for the diverse range of winter weather that we 
experience. Sutton and East Surrey Water pic and the 
Met Office host dedicated web pages to helpful advice 
on how you can protect your home from the effects of 
cold weather. 

Avoiding frozen pipes is a main concern as this can lead 
to burst pipes in various parts of the home. Insulation is 
particularly important for all the pipework and tanks in 
the loft or garage and for any other pipe work that may 
be exposed to the cold temperatures. 

If you are going away during the winter months it 
is advisable to leave the heating on low and ask 
someone to pop in and check on your property. 

If the property will be unoccupied for long periods, 
it is worth turning off the stopcock and draining 
down the system, leaving less risk of damage from 
leaking pipes or tanks. 

It is important to be aware of the location of your internal 


stopcock or valve, most often situated under the kitchen 
sink. The water supply can usually be switched off by 
turning the stopcock in a clockwise direction. It is a good 
idea to check the operation of the stopcock or valve just 
to ensure that it is functioning normally. 

If you are faced with a problem, it is advisable to call 
in a fully qualified plumber to stabilise and repair 
the problem. Don’t forget to turn the taps off once

a repair has taken place and return your stopcocks 
and valves to their normal position. 

There are many steps you can take to protect your 
home against water damage and a household check is 
strongly recommended in preparation for the cold and 
wet weather to come. 


Dealing with a 
plumbing emergency 

Unfortunately plumbing emergencies such as burst 
and frozen pipes do happen. Call for a plumber as 
soon as possible and take the following steps to 
stabilise the problem and minimise damage. 

Burst Pipes 

• Prevent water passing the point of the leak by 
turning off all stop valves. 

• Open, all cold water taps so that the pipe work and 
storage system drain quickly. 

• Switch off the boiler, immersion heater and any other 
water heating. 

• If water has leaked near your electrics or any 
electrical goods, switch them off at the mains and do 
not touch them until they have been checked over by 
a fully qualified electrician. 


Frozen Pipes 

• Turn off the mains water supply at the stop valve. 

• Ensure that your boiler is switched off. If the hot 
water system is frozen and the boiler is still alight it 
could lead to further problems. 

• Carry out visual pipe checks where possible. 

• Protect your belongings - move them away from the 
pipe to prevent water damage when the pipe thaws. 

• If the frozen pipe runs from a storage cistern and 
is not controlled by a valve, check if it has split. If it 
has, open all cold water taps in the system and flush 
the WC in order to empty the cistern. 

• If the pipe has not split then open the cold water tap 
nearest to the part of the pipe you think is frozen to 
allow the water to flow once the ice has melted. 

• Speed up the thawing process by applying a hot 
water bottle or heated cloth to the frozen area of the 
pipe. Start at the end nearest the tap and work back 
towards the cold water tank. 


Remember: 

• Never use an electrical appliance or an open flame 
such as a blowtorch to thaw out the ice. 

• Don’t try to thaw it too quickly as there may be splits 
in the pipe which are difficult to see. 

• Be careful, although water may be flowing from taps, 
other parts of the system may still be frozen. 


Call the experts 

Taking the above steps will 
help stabilise the problem but 
an expert is still needed to fix 
the problem safely.

It pays to use the professionals 

Don’t make 
wrong move 


A warning is being made to 
householders thinking of trying 
to cut costs by moving their pos¬ 
sessions themselves that many 
insurance policies will only cover 
the items if they are packed and 
transported by professionals. 

The warning comes from Go- 
compare, com, the price compari¬ 
son website. It compared over 300 
home contents insurance policies 
and found that while most (80 per 
cent) provide cover for belong¬ 
ings during house removals as 
standard, and 10 per cent offer it 
as an optional extra, this typically 
only applies if they are undertak¬ 
en by a professional furniture re¬ 
mover. 

Breakables such as glassware 
and china are generally only in¬ 
sured if they have been profes¬ 
sionally packed. 

The comparison revealed that: 

■ One in 10 policies only cover 
contents during house moves as

■ Valuables including money, 
jewellery, watches, deeds and

■ Cover for contents held in 
storage during a house move is 
restricted, with some providers 
specifying a certain number of 
days to no cover at all. 

Mark Greening, head of home 
insurance at Gocompare.com, 
commented: “Home removal is an 
area people look to make savings 
by either opting for a complete 
DIY move, or arranging trans¬ 
portation through a professional 
firm but under¬ 


taking the packing themselves. 
But it’s not uncommon for heavy 
pieces of furniture or fragile 
items to be damaged during a 
move, so DIY options could turn 
out costly if your belongings 
aren’t insured.
